WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Su- 
Preme Court Monday upheld the 
constitutionality of Alabama's 
pupil placement law despite argu- 
ments that it was designed solely 
to thwart the court’s 1954 school 
integration order. 


In a brief order, the high court 
affirmed the decision last May of 
a three-judge federal court which 
held that the law is valid provided 
it is properly administered and 
not used merely to keep Negroes 
out of the public schools because 
of their race. 


IN LOWER COURT 


The lower court said the state 
law on its face sets up machinery 
for administering schools “in a 
constitutional manner by the ad- 
mission of qualified pupils upon a 
basis of individual merit without 
regard to their race or color.” 


The opinion said the record did 
not show that the four Negro chil- 
dren, who challenged the law, 
were excluded from the white 
schools of their choice on the 
basis of anything but a proper 
test. 

But the lower court emphasized 
that the statute could be declared 
unconstitutional in some future 
lawsuit if it was administered in 
such a way that race was the 
primary factor in assigning pupils 
to various schools. 

LIMITED GROUNDS 


In affirming the lower court de- 
cision, the high court made it 
plain that it was acting only “‘on 
the limited grounds on which the

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* Jurors’ Explanation 
*Is Valuable Service 


Nine jurors and two alternates of the 
jury which recently returned a not-guilty 
verdict in the trial of Revenue Commis- 
sioner T. V. (Red) Williams have ren- 
dered a timely and invaluable public 
service. They have made public their 
explanation of the verdict. 

Each felt, they said, that “as a matter 
of fact we rendered a directed verdict 
after the court had refused to direct one. 
.. . Since there was no evidence in the 
record and since under the charge of the 
court the jury was “in effect made to 
pass a verdict of acquittal.” 


The jurors further said:

“Indeed, we feel very strongly that state 
government has reached a deplorable condi- 
tion when any departmental head with regu- 
latory powers would receive any funds...

We believe the jurors have, as afore- 
said, rendered a service which had be- 
come almost a necessity. They have done 
a valuable thing. 

The fact that the jurors felt impelled 
to make public their own reaction cer- 
tainly makes it clear that while the jury 
acquitted Mr. Williams, at least nine 
jurors and two alternates did not regard 
the verdict as having settled the basic 
question involved. 

Nor did acquittal remove the great 
dismay which most citizens feel about 
the deplorable condition of state affairs. 


Pupil Placement Law 
‘A pplication’ Is Test 


The U.S. Supreme Court has upheld 
the decision of a special three-judge fed- 
eral district court that ‘Alabama’s school 
placement law is valid. But it must be 
noted that its brief order affirmed the 
court’s judgment only “upvon the limited 
grounds on which the district court rested 
its decision.” 

It would be wishful thinking to as- 
sume that the court has affirmed use of 
the law to evade its earlier segregation 
decision on the public schools. It does 
open the way for a more orderly and rea- 
sonable implementation of that decision 
such as is being done in North Carolina 
and which was being done in Arkansas 
until Gov. Faubus interfered in Little 
Rock. 

Both North Carolina and Arkansas 
have pupil placement laws similar to that 
in Alabama. 

The Supreme Court made it clear that 
its ruling depended upon use to be made 
of the law. If used to discriminate against 
any qualified pupils, it said, “it is possi- 
ble that it may be declared unconstitu- 
tional in its application.” But the decision 
does uphold the principle of pupil place- 
ment on the basis of individual merit and 
scholastic achievement. 

The decision in the Alabama case 
leaves the responsibility to local school 
boards. It should be pointed out again 
that the court has not ordered massive in- 
tegration and, as shown’in North Caro- 
lina, does permit local authorities to han- 
dle the problem if they will accept it. 
The alternative of massive resistance 
without any attempt at even limited 
compliance results in the sort of situation 
as in Little Rock and Virginia. 

The way has been cleared for Ala- 
bama to proceed along the lines being 
followed in North Carolina. That is about 
all one can read into the court’s ruling.

Let’s Brace for Drop 


In State Services, Too 


The State Chamber of Commerce, in 
a recently completed series of forums in 
13 communities, hammered home to 
businessmen the roughness of the fiscal 
road that lies ahead in state govern- 
ment. 

The necessity for strict economy on 
the part of the next administration is a 
generally accepted fact but it is well for 
all concerned to get braced for just how 
deeply spending must be cut and some of 
the likely effects. 

Walter Cates, executive vice presi- 
dent of the chamber, cited figures show- 
ing an annual expenditure of approxi- 
mately 365 million dollars—a million a 
day—while state income has leveled off 
at 318 million. The rapidly dwindling 
surplus will be all but wiped out by the 
first of the year. 

Sizable savings can be effected by 
steering clear of boondoggles such as 
those that have dissipated state funds 
during the past four years, by consolida- 
tions and elimination of certain state 
boards, bureaus, etc., and by a general 
tightening up of operations. 

Even so, every indication points to the 
fact that services, too, must be reduced 
and there is where the public would feel 
the pinch. 

A candid analysis of the problem, as 
was presented in facts and figures at the 
series of forums, can help lessen the 
shock of expecting less from the state in 
some fields. 

The alternative, a tax increase, is 
always distasteful but in the wake of the 
reckless spending spree leading to the 
present dilemma would be too galling to 
swallow.

Is One of Inspiration 


The TB Seal is a part of Christmas. 

In 51 years the Christmas Seal Sale 
has established itself as one of the fine 
humanitarian campaigns Americans sup- 
port and will continue to support.

Georgians have it—more than 1,500 new 
cases a year.

Already he 
has held it for 15 years, whereas 
his closest rival, a gentleman 
named Henry Clay, had held it 


for 12 years. 
And Martin, not to his total 
astonishment, will again be

Rayburn, who is short, blocky 
and massively bald, will be 77 
years old on Jan. 6, the day be- 
fore the new Congress meets.

Rayburn, though the top of 
these two bosses, maintains by 
choice the smaller of the two 
personal offices provided by the 
House for its party patriarchs. 
Martin, perforce, hangs his hat 
in the larger one. 

Rayburn, though a Southerner, 
is basically a liberal Democrat, 
a close and unforgetting friend of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Harry 
S. Truman. His descriptions of 
Democratic bolters from the 
party—any Democratic bolter, 
any time—are arrestingly terse 
and unprintable. Martin, though 
a Yankee by geography, is a 
million human miles from the 
aristocratic wing of the New 
England Republican Party. 

He is just an unhyphenated, 
unhesitatingly loyal Republican 
who would have been faithfully 
Republican equally under William 
McKinley or Theodore Roosevelt. 

But these are merely super- 
ficial differences between Ray- 
burn of Texas and Martin of Mas- 
sachusetts. What is real, what 
is enduring ig common between 
them is a complex of these 
things: Both are old bachelors, 
lonely men whose true lives are 
lived and absolutely centered in 
the stone and marble of the 
Capitol. Both are men whose 
personal word it would be un- 
thinkable to question. 

They are of a rare breed; they 
are lawmakers of a very old 
school; they are men of Con- 
gress.

Yet I wonder 
if Dr. Leslie D. Weatherhead may 
not be ‘right when he says that 
90 per cent of the Christians have 
not the slightest idea what it 
means to have a personal experi- 
ence of Christ in their lives. 

We just don’t know what to do 
with Jesus. We can’t bear the 
thought of parting company with 
Him. Our fathers before us loved 
Him and we somehow think we 
ought to make room for Him in 
our lives. But when we welcome 
Him into our homes, He is forever 
holding up, as it were, a mirror 
before us so that we see ourselves 
for what we really are. When we 
think we have done something that 
is quite good, He says that it is 
not good enough. When we pray 
for a moment or so, He says, 
“Could you not watch with me 
one hour?’’ (Matthew 26:40). Al- 
ways Jesus says that there are 
yet more highways of faith along 
which we must travel.

Text of Alabama Pupil Placement Law 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. ® — 
Following is the text of Ala- 
bama’s school placement law 
which was upheld today by 
the U.S. Supreme Court: 


SECTION 1. The Legislature 
finds and declares that the rapid- 
ly increasing demands upon the 
public economy for the continu- 
ance of education as a public 
function and the efficient main- 
tenance and public support of the 
public school system require, 
among other things, consideration 
of a more flexiable and selective 
procedure for the establishment 
of units, facilities and curricula 
and as to the qualification and 
assignment of pupils. The Legis- 


— 


lature also recognizes the neces- |‘ 


sity for a procedure for the analy- 
sis of the qualifications, motiva- 
tions, aptitudes and characteris- 
tics of the individual pupils for 
the purpose of placement, both as 
a function of efficiency in the ed- 
ucational process and to assure 
the maintenance of order and 
good will indispensable to the wil- 
lingness of its citizens and tax- 
payers to continue an educational 
system as a public function, and 
also as a vital function of the 
sovereignty and police power of 
the state. 


SECTION 2. To the ends afore- 
said, the State Board of Educa- 
tion shall make continuing studies 
as a basis for general reconsider- 
ation of the efficiency of the edu- 
cational system in promoting the 
progress of pupils in accordance 
with their capacity and to adapt 
the curriculum to such capacity 
and otherwise conform the system 
of public education to social order 


and. good will. Pending further | 


studies and recommandations by 
the school authorities the Legis- 
lature considers that any general 
or arbitrary reallocation of pupils 
heretofore entered in the public 
sc system according to any 
rigid rule of proximity of resi- 
dence or in accordance solely 
with request on behalf of the pu- 
pil would be disruptive to orderly 
administration, tend to invite or 
induce disorganization and impose 
an excessive burden on the avail- 
able resources and teaching and 
administrative personnel of the 
schools. 


SECTION 3. Pending further 
studies and legislation to give ef- 
fect to the policy declared by this 
act, the respective city and coun- 
ty boards of education, herein- 
after referred to as “local boards 
of education,” are not required to 
make any general reallocation of 
pupils theretofore entered in the 
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public school system and shall 
have no authority to make or ad- 
minister any general or blanket 
order to that end from any source 
whatever, or to give effect to any 
order which shall purport to or in 
effect require transfer or initial 
or subsequent placement of any 
individual or group in any unit or 
facility without a finding by the 
local board or authority desig- 
nated by it that such transfer or 
placement is as to each individual 
pupil consistent with the test of 
the public and educational policy 
governing the admission and 


placement of pupils in the public 
school system prescribed by this 
act. 


SECTION 4. Subject to appeal 
in the limited respect herein pro- 
vided, each local board of educa- 
tion shall have full and final au- 
thority and responsibility for the

in the public schools within its 
jurisdiction, and may prescribe 
| rules and regulations pertaining

view by the board as provided

| person or persons employed by 
the board. In the assignment, 
|transfer or continuance of pupils 
among and within the schools, or 
within the classroom and other 
facilities thereof, the following 
\factors and the effect or results 
‘thereof shall be considered, with 
respect to the individual pupil, as 
'well as other relevant matters; 
‘available room and reaching ca- 
pacity in the various schools; the 
availability of transportation fa- 
cilities; the effect of the admis- 
sion of new pupils upon estab- 
lished curricular for particular pu- 
grams; the suitability of estab- 
lished curricula for particular po- 
pils; the adequacy of the pupil’s 
academic preparation for admis- 
sion to a particular school and 
curriculum; the scholastic apti- 
tude and relative intelligence or 
mental energy or ability of the 
pupil; the psychological qualifica- 
tion of the pupil for the type of 
teaching and associations in- 
volved; the effect of admission of 
the pupil upon the academic prog- 
ress of other students in a par- 
ticular school or facility theréof; 
the effect of admission upon pre- 
vailing academic standards at a 
particular school; the phsycho- 
logical effect upo n the pupil of 
attendance at a particular school; 
the possibility or threat of fric- 
tion or disorder among pupils or 
others; the possibility of branches 
of the peace of ill will or economic 
retaliation within the community; 
'the home environment of the pu- 
pil; the maintenance of severance 
of established social and psych- 
| ological relationships with other 
'pupils and with teachers; the 
choice and interests of the pupil; 
the morals, conduct, health and 
personal standards of the pupil; 
the request or consent of parents 
or guardians and the reasons as- 
signed therefor. Local boards of 
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schools within their jurisdiction 
on the basis of sex, but assign- 
ments of pupils of the same sex 
among schools reserved for that 
sex shall be made in the light of 
the other factors herein set forth. 


SECTION 5. Local board of edu- 
cation may, by mutual agreement, 
provide for the admission to any 
school of pupils residing in adjoin- 
ing districts whether in the same 
or different counties, and for trans- 
fer of school funds or other pay- 
ments by one board to another 
for/or on account of such attend- 
ance. 


SECTION 6. Subject to the pro- 
visions of law governing the ten- 
ure of teachers, local boards of 
education shall have authority to 
assign and re-assign or transfer 
all teachers in schools within their 
jurisdictions. 


SECTION 7. A parent or guar- 
dian of a pupil may file in writing 
with the local board objections to 
the assignment of the pupil to a 
particular school, or may request 
by petition in writing assignment 
or transfer to a designated school 
or to another school to be designat- 
ed by the board. Unless a hearing 
is requested, the board shall act 
upon the same within 30 days, 
stating its conclusion. If a hear- 
ing is requested the same shall 
be held beginning within 30 days 
from receipt by the board of the 
objection or petition at a time and 
place within the school district 
designated by the board. The 
board may itself conduct such 
hearing or may designate not less 
than three of its members to con- 
duct the same and may provide 
that the decision of the members 
designated or a majority thereof 
shall be final on behalf of the 
board. The board of education is 
authorized to designate one or 
more of its members or one or 
more competent examiners to con- 
duct any such hearings, and to 
take testimony, and to make a 
report of the hearings of the en- 
tire board for its determination. 
No final order shall be entered 
in such case until each member 
of the board of education has per- 
sonally considered the entire 
record. In addition to hearing such 
evidence relevant to the individual 
pupil as may be presented on be- 
half of the petitioner, the board 
shall be authorized to conduct in- 
vestigations as to any objection or 
request, including examination of 
the pupil or pupils involved, and 
may employ such agents and 
others, professional and otherwise,

Regarding the proposal, Griffin 
said, ““There’s no need to jump 
before we’re spurred. The suit on 
the (Atlanta) public schools won't 
come up until sometime next 
year. We've got a General As- 
sembly coming in January to 
work on this thing.”

After Alabama mutilated Syracuse, the Orange Bowl opened a 
closed shop and married the ACC and the “Big Eight.’’ That fam- 
ily affair was doomed from the start, so the ACC was handed a 
divorce after Oklahoma whacked Duke, 48-21, last New Year's. 


When the pact was first signed, terms dictated that no team 
could play two years in a row. This, of course, boiled down to the 
fact that Oklahoma would play on alternate years. The Sooners 
made three junkets to Miami, and Colorado and Nebraska repre- 
sented the Seven Dwarfs. 


Over-all the Atlantic Coast Conference doesn’t stack up with the 
SEC, but compared to the “Big Eight,”’ the ACC is a powerhouse. 


Convinced they had a losing hand, the Orange Bowlers 
then signed a new agreement with the Oklahoma Conference. 
The champion was declared eligible to fly the colors each year.

Mediocre Holy Cross 
decisioned Syracuse 14-13, and the Orangemen were extended to 
the limit to slip past an ordinary West Virginia crew, 15-12.

Despite its soft slate, no one ever accused Oklahoma of being 
a soft touch. The Sooners have proven in the past that they can 
take care of themselves on rare occasions when they encounter 
first-class opposition.

Tatum transported two Maryland power- 
houses to Miami, and Oklahoma twice topped the Terps.

Bowling Clinic 


Try the Clock System to Better Bowling 


The “clock” system of bowling is based on the position of the 
hand on the ball, rather than to any “clock” pattern on the target 
pins. Hand position determines the action taken by the ball—hook, 
reverse or straight. The clock 
system, as illustrated, is the 
brainchild of Buddy Bomar, for- 
mer world match champion and 
for many years a top scorer. It

The head pin, in line with 
*noon’’ on the clock, is the focal 
point. By changing the original 
position of the hand and adjust-- 
ing the starting position, it’s pos- 
sible to pick up pin clusters and 
splits, as well as strikes.

’ By pointing the thumb straight 
ahead, in the center line of the 
ball, and keeping it there through- 
out delivery, the ball will rotate 
rather than spin—and the result 
will be a straight delivery. By turning the thumb to the right of 
center (at the position of 1 or 2 o’clock and employing reaching 
follow-through rather than arm lift, a reverse ball (left to right) 
is obtained. This is used to pick up pins on the right side of the 
alley. Conversely, by turning the thumb to the left, and using 
wrist turn and/or arm lift, the result is a hook, or right-to-left 
curve. 


The sketch illustrates the point of release at the foul line and 
the strike angle for all three deliveries.

The history of recipes can be 
fascinating. Did you know that 
sponge cake was originally 
called Spanish cake? This was 
back in the 16th Century, when
